SHAW EXPLAINS THE DEFICIT,

@HE RECEIPTS $2,500,000 IN EX-
CESS OF ESTIMATES.

But the Expendi(ures Were Largely Ine
oreared and Exceeded the Estimate
by About §4,000,000—-Changes Heree
after in the Dally Treasury Statement.

WasHINGTON, July 1.—Secretary of the
Treasury Shaw made the following state-
ment to-day:

“The actual deficit for the year just closed
is in round numbers $24,000,000, or §::,000,000
more than the official estimate submitted
in the last annual report of the Secretary
of the Treasury. In the preparation of
this estimate, however, an error of $4,000,000
was made, growing out of the loan of that
amount to the Louisiana Purchase Ex-
position., Bysome inadvertence theamount
of this loan was deducted twice. The
estimated deficit, but for this inadvertence,
would have been $22,500,000.

*It may be interesting to compare the
several items of actual receipts and actual
expenditures with the corresponding items
in the estimate. Customs receiptasareabout
$1,000,000 lesa than estimated,while internal
revenue receipts are abodt 500,000 in excess
and miscellaneous receipte about $3,000,000
fn excess of the estimate. Therefore re-
ceipts have been about $2,500,C0) in excess
of the eatimate.

“In expenditures, the following items
are worthy of note. The deficiency in
postal receipts is $2,000,000 in excess of the
estimate; there has been expended on the
Isthmian Canal $1,000,000 more than esti-
mated, and on irrigation projects $750,000
more than estimated; there has been paid
under an appropriation for French spolia-
tion and otﬁer claims $750,000 more than
estimated; the War Department has ex-
pended on rivers and harbors $500,000 more
than estimated; there has been expended
for the Indian service $1,300,000 more than
estimated ($750,000 of which was an at-

torneys’ fee not anticipated); there has |

been paid in pensions $1,750,000 more than
estimated and on interest $500,000 more
than estimated. On the other hand, the
Navy Department has expended on con-
struction work about $4,500,000 less than
estimated. Several smaller items of ex-
penditure make up the difference.

;" “The favorable showing for June has
been in no degree the result of manipula-
tion. Claims ﬁave been audited with the
eamg rapidity, and gaid as promﬁtly as
ever. Some appropriations are exhausted
however, as is always the case in the month
of June.”

The Secretary also announced some
important changes that will hereafter
ooour in the regular daily statement of the
condition of the 'l'reasurr. There will
hereafter appear in the claasification of
expenditures a new item known as “Public
Works."” This will be quite large, probably
exoeeding $50,000,000 per annum. It will
include expenditures for improvement of
rivers and harbors, irrigation, public build-

s and the Panama Canal.

e construction of military posts,
arsenals, navy yards, &c., will continue to
be included in the war and navy expendi-
tures. The expenditures of the character
above indicated for the last year have been
kept from day to day, #o that comparisons
in the daily statements between the ex-
penditures during the current and the
preceding fiscal year will appear.

Another less important change will occur
in oivil and misoellaneous expenditures.
Heretofore salaries and contingent ex-

of the War and Navy departments
ave been carried under the head “Civil,
and miscellaneous expenses.” They will
hereafter be carried as expenses of the
war and navy, respectively. This may
render oomparisons between the several

| siderable degree of success, the Chinese

Government having issued an order to all
of the Viceroys and Governors of the various
provinces of the country, telling them to
put an end to the anti-American agita-
tion and the attempts to boycott American
products. A despatch to this effect was
received at the State Department to-day
from W. W. Rockhill, the American Min-
ister at Pekin,

Gevernment officials here hope that the
order will tend to break up the movement
of the boycott of American products, which
has rapidly spread since its inception at
Shanghai about two months ago. The
gituation grew so serious that manufacturers
in this country became much alarmed and
appealed to President Roosevelt for assist-

ance. Through Mr. Rockhill the President |
gent assurances to the Chinese (iovern- !

ment that he would do all in his power to
procure a modification of the exclusion
laws, through which the boycott was in-
stituted. e asked China to stop the
movement.

President Rooseve't's sentiments were
echoed by Secretary Taft who, in a apeech
early this month attacked the present
exclusion laws and said that notwithatand-
ing the objection to changes by the labor
unions of the western coast, the laws should
he modified 20 as to permit the free entry
into this country of Chinese teachers, stu-
dents, merchants and travelers. He criti-
cized the present law and the manner with
which it was executed and cited instances
to show that it was in many cases unjust.
He advocated that the Chinese coolie and
laborer be still excluded, but that some
yrovision be made for the entry of the
Li her class of Chinese.

goon afterward President Roorevelt sent
instruction to the diplomatic and consular
officers of this Government in China, telling
them to use more care in granting certifi-
cates to Chinese who were coming to this
country, and at the same time orders went
forth from the Department of Commerce
and Labor to immigration officers to be
more courteous and to exercise greater
discretion toward the Chinece who were
seeking entrance into this country. The
fears of the Chinese Government, which
backed, it is understood, the boycott, were
allayed, and it is now believed that the
movement will not grow any more serious
until after there has been an opportunity
for the Senate to pass on a new treaty.

The President and other Government offi-
cers realize that the Chinese merchants
and commercial organizations have a power-
ful weapon in their hands in the boycott
movement, which seems to have met with
success in all parts of China. Whether
the order just issued by the Government
will be effective enough to ﬂwg the move-
ment is a matter of some doubt, but It is
certain that it will do much good.

NEW YORK CENTRAL BUYS LAND.

One Thousand Acres Near Buffalo on Which
to Construct Frelgh’ Terminal.
